Whoever  suffers  loss  by  the  worrying,  maiming  or  killing  of 
his  sheep,  lambs,  fowls,  or  other  domestie  animals  by  dogs,  may 
inform  one  of  the  Selectmen  of  the  town  wherein  the  damage  was 
done,  who  shall  proceed  to  the  premises  where  the  damage  was 
done,  and  determine  whether  the  same  was  inflicted  by  dogs,  and, 
if  so,  appraise  the  amount  thereof  if  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars, 
and  he  shall  return  a  certificate  of  the  same,  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  December,  to  the  Selectmen,  who,  during  the  month  of 
December,  shall  examine  all  such  bills,  and  shall  issue  an  order 
upon  the  Treasurer  of  the  town  in  which  the  damage  was  done, 
for  the  amount,  all  or  any  part  thereof,  asjustice  or  equity  may 
require.

To  the  citizens  of  Durham,  X.  H.,  the  Board  of  Education 
address  the  following. 

The  schools,  for  the  year,  have  been  under  good  instruction. 
The  discipline,  in  almost  every  case,  has  been  satisfactory  to  the 
Board  of  Education,  and  the  teachers  have  worked  diligently  for 
the  cause  of  education.  AVe  shall  call  your  attention  to  a 
few  facts  which  need  your  attention  as  voters  and  citizens. 
When  the  lot  was  purchased,  upon  which  has  been  erected  the 
school  house  in  the  Village,  we  understand  that  it  was  guaranteed 
in  the  deed  that  the  District  should  fence  the  same  against  the 
abutters.  At  the  meeting  two  years  ago,  you  indefinitely  post- 
poned an  article  in  your  warrant  fQr  the  School  meeting,  "  to 
raise  a  sufficient  amount  of  money  to  fence  the  lot.11  The  abut- 
ters demand  a  fence  and,  in  order  to  keep  your  title  to  the  land, 
you  will  be  obliged  this  year  to  raise  a  sufficient  amount  of  money 
to  erect  a  fence  suitable  for  a  school  house  yard.  Another  mat- 
ter  which  you  will  be  called  to  act  upon  is  the  matter  of  insur- 
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anee.  Your  Board  of  Education  has  caused  the  school  house  at 
the  Point,  at  Packer's  Falls  and  the  new  one  in  the  village  to  be 
insured,  and  has  paid  for  it  outof  the  school  money.  We  have 
done  this  knowing  that  it  was  contrary  to  law,  but  with  sufficient 
funds  in  our  treasury  to  run  the  schools  thirty  weeks  in  a  year, 
we  have  ventured  to  trust  you  to  allow  us  to  so  use  the  money, 
until  such  time  as  you  could  make  the  necessary  appropriation 
for  that  purpose,  and  we  trust  that  you  will  do  it  at  the  next  meet- 
ing. Last  year  you  rejected  an  article,  "  to  vote  to  sell  some  of 
the  old  school  houses.'1  We  have  again  inserted  an  article  in  the 
school  warrant  for  that  purpose  and  ask  you  to  carefully  con- 
sider whether  you  can  afford  to  keep  this  property  and  keep  it  in 
repair;  or  let  it  rot  down  and  become  comparatively  worthless. 

Another  matter  which  you  will  be  called  upon  to  consider  is 
the  amount  of  money  necessary  to  be  raised  with  which  to  carry 
on  the  work  of  public  education.  The  Board  has  been  of  the 
united  opinion  that  thirty  weeks  schooling  per  year  was  little 
enough  for  our  pupils.  We  have  been  paying  our  teachers  fair 
salaries,  so  that  there  has  been  no  difficulty  in  securing  good 
ones,  and  none  others  have  been  retained  for  more  than  two 
terms  at  a  time.  If  we  cut  the  price  paid  our  instructors,  we  have 
got  to  go  to  a  market  where  a  cheaper  grade  of  goods  is  to  be 
obtained  While  in  some  instances  we  may  get  just  as  good 
teachers,  who  come  to  us  without  experience,  as  soon  as  they 
have  become  established  we  are  very  liable  to  lose  them,  as  their 
services  are  always  in  demand. 

In  connection  with  this  question,  it  becomes  proper  to  call 
attention  to  a  matter  which,  for  some  reasons,  perhaps,  might 
as  well  not  be  touched  upon.  As  it  is  publicly  known  that  the 
Board  has  considered  the  matter  and  is  not  not  quite  united  upon 
its  disposition,  although  they  are  wholly  united  in  wishing  to 
expend  the  money  entrusted  to  them  to  the  best  advantage, 
if  they  can  agree  what  it  is,  and  are  unanimously  of  the 
opinion  that  an  expression  from  the  voters   would   relieve   them 
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from    much    embarrassment.       This    subject    is    the   propriety 
of  continuing  the   schools    at   the    Bridge   and   the   Mast   Roa,d. 
These  schools  register  for  the  year  pupils  as  follows:     Bridge — 
Spring   term,  9;    Fall  term,  8;    Winter  term,  8.     Mast   Road — 
Fall   term,  8:    Winter  term,  9.     It   is   quite   probable   that   the 
registry   will    be    less  in  both  places  for  the  ensuing  year.     The 
people  in  both  localities  are  jealous   of   their   rights,  and  justly 
so,  as  they  all  pay  taxes,  and  the  people  in  one  locality  have  just 
as   much   right  to    have  a  teacher  paid  to  instruct  their  children 
when   they   send   one   scholar  as  the  people  in  the  other  locality 
have  to  have  a  teacher  paid  to  instruct  their  children   when    they 
<lo   not   send   a   single   one  to  school  on  a  given  day.     We  mean 
for  the  people  to    understand   by   this   that  on    a   given   da}r   in 
the  winter  term  at  the  Bridge    not    a   single    scholar   put   in    an 
appearance  for  instruction.     That  the  teacher  went  to  the  school 
house  morning  and  afternoon,  warmed  the  house,  and  no  scholar 
appeared.     That  during  the   winter   term,    with   eight   scholars 
registered,  the  average  attendance   is  only   a   fraction   over   six 
scholars,    and    the  statistical  report  shows   far  too   many  tardi- 
nesses on  their  part.     The  Fall  term    registered   eight   scholars, 
who    averaged   live   and   a   fraction,  with    three    who    were  not 
absent   for   the   term.     And   one  day  in  the  Winter  term  (a  very 
stormy  day)   only   one  scholar  appeared  to  engross  the  teacher's 
attention.     This  Bridge  School  has  averaged  to  cost   more  than 
$280  per  year,  aside  from   expense   of   books   and   supplies,  and 
you  cannot  expect  to  run  the  Mast  Road    School    for   less.     This 
money    taken    out   of   the   school    money  will   shorten  the  other 
schools   more   than  six   weeks  for  the  school  vear.     This  money 
added  to  the  other  schools  would  increase  the   number  of   weeks 
from  the  present  standard,  with  the  same  amount  in  the  treasury 
to   draw   from,  six  weeks,  which  would  make  a  difference  in  the 
length    of   the    time    of   a  school    vear   of   twelve   weeks.     The 
average    attendance    for    these    two    schools    has    been    12  2-;« 
scholars,  while  the    average  attendance  in  the  other  four  schools 
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has  been  83  1-3  scholars.  In  other  words,  96  scholars  must  be 
cut  off  from  twelve  weeks1  schooling  for  the  year  for  the  sake 
of  giving  12  2-3  scholars  a  chance  to  attend  school  a  little 
nearer  home.  If  you  cany  the  compulation  into  the  whole, 
number  of  scholars  enumerated,  you  will  have  it  160  scholars 
must  be  cut  off  from  twelve  weeks'  schooling  for  the  sake  of 
giving  seventeen  scholars  a  chance  of  attending  school  a  little 
nearer  home.  These  are  facts  for  you  to  consider,  and  the 
Board  is  willing  to  abide  your  decision,  and  is  very  anxious  to 
have  you  raise  money  enough  to  have  the  schools  in  the  future, 
as  in  the  past,  run  thirty  weeks  in  the  year.  The  report  is  the 
only  chance  the  Board  has  to  speak  directly  to  the  people.  So 
pardon  us  if  we  say  some  things  over  and  over  again. 

No  scholar  can  succeed  as  well  who  is  allowed  to  attend 
school  a  day  now  and  then  and  be  tardy  and  excused  after  recess 
when  the  notion  takes  him.  Neither  do  you  as  parents  add  to 
the  usefulness  of  the  school,  when  you  say  in  the  presence  of  your 
children  that  the  school  is  not  good  for  anything  and  when  3011 
talk  with  your  neighbors  and  each  try  to  think  of  the  most  things 
to  say  about  the  school,  when  your  only  knowledge  is  based 
upon  what  you  have  heard  from  your  own  or  sombody's  child. 
The  Board  of  Education  is  always  ready  to  hear  complaint,  in- 
vestigate and  judge  the  merits  of  the  case,  and  you  are  not  doing 
the  cause  of  education  any  good,  when  you  have  not  faith  enough 
in  them  and  the  teachers  to  let  them  run  the  schools,  and  make 
that  want  of  faith  manifest  to  your  children  and  every  neighbor 

you  meet.

REPORT 

OF     THE 

Trustees  of  the  Durham  Public  Library. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Durham  Public  Library  submit  the  fol° 
lowing  report. 

At  the  annual  town  meeting,  held  March  JS,  1892,  "  It  was 
voted  to  accept  the  provisions  of  the  Act  to  establish  a  Free  Pub- 
lie  Library,  and  choose  a  committee  to  carry  it  into  effect, "  and 
it  was  •'  Voted  that  the  Selectmen  appoint  this  committee.'1 

Under  this  contract  the  State  is  to  donate  one  hundred  dollars 
worth  of  books,  and  the  Town  is  in  duty  bound  to  annually 
appropriate  a  sum  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars. 

The  Trustees  have  secured  permission  of  the  Selectmen  to 
place  the  books  for  the  present  in  the  Selectmen's  office.  The 
State  expects  the  Town  to  expend  the  twenty-five  dollars  for 
books,  and  that  the  running  expenses  of  Library,  including  cost 
of  book-cases,  salary  of  Librarian,  insurance  and  other  miscel- 
laneous expenses  be  taken  from  Town  Treasury  as  incidental 
Town  expenses. 

In  consideration  of  the  above  running  expenses,  your 
Trustees  thought  that  the  amount  of  books  that  could  be  obtained, 
with  the  one  hundred  and  twenty-live  dollars*  worth  of  books, 
would  not  furnish  adequate  return  for  the  expense  incurred, 
and  we  thought  best  to  try  and  secure  the  use  of  the  Library 
building,    land,   and    books    of  the  Durham  Library  Association, 
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thus  securing  the  free  access  of  all  our  citizens  to  several  thou- 
sand  books,  and  that  the  Librarian  employed  to  care  for  our  lim- 
ited supply  could  care  for  all  the  books,  and  thus  we  should  have 
a  building,  for  it  would  be  only  a  short  time  that  we  could  *be 
accommodated  in  the  Selectmen's  office,  and  then  we  should  have 
to  hire  or  build. 

We  all  realize  that  the  President  of  the  Durham  Librarv 
Association  has  given  hundreds  of  dollars  and  much  of  her  time : 
Major  H.  B.  Mellen  and  Hon.  J.  B.  Smith  as  Librarians,  and  the 
Directors  have  for  twelve  years  given  a  great  deal  of  their  time 
to  promote  the  welfare  of  the  Library,  and  were  proud  of  the 
nourishing  Library  of  three  thousand  volumes,  in  a  good  building, 
in  the  best  of  location,  and  an  invested  fund  yielding  nearly  a 
hundred  dollars,  and  an  income  of  nearly  a  hundred  dollars  from 
assessments. 

Thinking  that  the  town  would  be  willing  to  guarantee  to 
appropriate  annually  a  sum  sufficient  to  maintain  it  in  a  condition 
that  it  now  occupies  and  secure  it  from  loss  on  account  of  dispens- 
ing with  its  assessment  and  extra  wear  and  tear  of  books,  we 
passed  a  resolution,  asking  the  Directors  to  consider  the  matter 
and  if  in  favor  of  turning  the  Library  into  a  Free  Library,  that 
they  would  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  and  submit  a  con- 
tract to  them  for  their  approval.  The  Directors  considered  the 
matter  at  several  meetings  and  submitted  a  contract  to  the  con- 
sideration of  your  Trustees,  and  the  contract  as  approved  unani- 
mously by  both  Boards  was  submitted  to  the  stockholders,  and 
by  them  approved  and  the  Directors  were  authorized  "  To  ex- 
ecute in  the  name  of  the  Durham  Librarv  Association,  a  con- 
tract  with  the  Town  of  Durham,  N^  II  ,  granting  to  said  Town 
free  use  of  all  its  books,  Library  Building  and  land,  for  Librarv 
purposes  only,  under  such  terms  as  they  may  decide  upon." 

"A  free  public  library  is  a  good  business  investment  for  any 
town.  Experience  shows  that  the  amount  expended  for  it  will 
be  returned  many  fold,  not  alone  in  the   intellectual   and   moral 
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stimulus  to  the  people,   but  also  in  material  prosperity  and   the 
increased  value  of  property.' ' 

We  have  caused  an  article  to  be  inserted  in  the  Warrant, 
and  we  ask  you  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  execute  a  contract 
with  the  Durham  Library  Association,  securing  to  the  town,  free 
use  of  its  library  building,  and  books,  under  such  terms  as  they 
may  decide  upon,  and  pass  any  votes  relating  thereto  as  you  deem 
expedient.     (See  contract  appended.) 

We  believe  that  the  opportunity  to  secure  as  a  gift  practi- 
cally, the  libraary  building,  land,  and  books  of  the  Durham  Li- 
brary Association,  amounting  to  eight  thousand  dollars  in  value, 
should  be  gratefully  accepted.

Contract   of   the   Town  of   Durham 


WITH      THE 


DURHAM  LIBRARY  ASSOCIATION. 


The  Durham  Library  Association,  to  ensure  the  free  access 
of  all  the  citizens  of  Durham  to  the  Durham  Library,  in  con- 
sideration of  the  conditions  and  stipulations,  hereinafter  con- 
tained, does  hereby  grant  to  said  town  free  use  of  its  library 
building  and  books,  for  library  purposes  only,  subject  to  the 
conditions  following,  which  the  said  town  of  Durham,  on  its 
part,  agrees  to  abide  by  and  perform,  namely : 

Section  1.  The  said  town  shall  by  appropriations  or  other- 
wise, provide  for  care  of  rooms,  heat,  light,  salary  of  Librarian, 
insurance,  taxes,  repairs  and  other  necessary  expenses  per- 
petually. It  shall  further  appropriate  annually  two  hundred 
dollars  in  addition  to  the  twenty -five  dollars  now  raised  annually 
in  accordance  with  its  contract  with  the  State,  said  sum  to  be 
expended  only  in  books,  magazines,  and  binding  of  same,  by 
the  direction  of  a  joint  board  of  officers  as  hereinafter 
constituted. 
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Section  2.  The  control  of  said  library,  appointment  of 
Librarian  and  entire  management  of  its  affairs  shall  be  vested 
in  a  Board  of  eleven  Trustees,  of  which  the  President  of  the 
Durham  Library  Association  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  shall  be  ex-officio  members;  and  of  the  nine, 
live  shall  be  elected  by  the  stockholders  of  the  Durham  Library 
Association  and  four  by  the  Town  of  Durham,  equally  divided 
between  the  Republican  and  Democratic  parties.  The  present 
President  and  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Durham  Library 
Association  shall  be  members,  and  the  said  Association  shall 
elect  their  successors  according  to  its  Constitution  and  By-Law<. 
and  the  present  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Durham  Public 
Library  shall  be  members,  with  one  more  added  to  their  number 
by  the  town,  and  the  said  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Durham 
Public  Library  shall  be  so  commissioned  that  the  term  of  one 
shall  expire  annually,  and  when  so  regulated,  a  Trustee  shall 
be  elected  annually  for  a  term  of  four  years.  Any  vacancy  in 
the  Board  of  Public  Library  Trustees  from  any  other  cause  than 
expiration  of  term  shall  be  rilled  by  the  town  or  Selectmen  for 
the  unexpired  term  only. 

Section  3.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  establish  all  regu- 
lations relating  to  the  Library,  and  purchase,  and  use  of  book<, 
and  may  prosecute  in  the  name  and  at  the  expense  of  the  town 
any  persons  who  may  violate  any  of  said  regulations.  They  shall 
report  annually  to  the  town  the  state  of  the  Library,  and  render 
account  of  all  the  expenditures  of  all  funds  entrusted  to  their  dis- 
posal. 

Section  4.  They  shall  keep  a  separate  account  of  all  books 
given  by  the  State  to  the  town,  and  all  books  purchased  with  the 
twenty-live  dollars  annually  appropriated  by  the  town  in  accord- 
ance with  its  contract  with  the  State,  and  all  books  given  the 
town  for  a  Public  Library,  or  purchased  with  money  given  to  the 
town  for  the  Durham  Public  Library. 
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Section  5.  All  members  or  stockholders  of  the  Durham 
Library  Association  living  outside  the  town  of  Durham  shall  have 
the  same  rights  and  privileges  in  the  Library  as  residents  of  said 
town,  upon  paying  the  annual  assessment  of  one  dollar. 

Section  6.  The  Durham  Library  Association,  in  consid- 
eration of  conditions  in  section  1  agieed  to  by  the  Town  of  Dur 
ham,  agrees  to  allow  all  citizens  of  Durham,  N.  H.,  the  free  use 
of  its  Library  building,  land  and  books  for  Library  purposes  only, 
and  not  to  require  any  assessment  upon  its  stockholders  who  arc 
citizens  of  Durham. 

Section  7.  This  contract  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  as 
soon  as  the  town  of  Durham  and  Durham  Library  Association, 
being  duly  authorized  by  statute,  shall  duly  execute  the  same 
under  seal  of  the  said  town  and  of  the  Durham  Library  Associa- 
tion, by  committees  duly  authorized  for  that  purpose. 

Section  8.  The  conditions  of  this  contract  shall  be  in  force 
as  long;  as  the  town  fulfils  its  agreements.  In  case  the  town  does 
not  fulfil  its  agreements,  the  town,  within  one  year  after  written 
notice  from  the  Directors  of  the  Durham  Library  Association 
specifying  conditions  neglected  by  the  town,  shall  remedy  all  con- 
ditions neglected,  as  specified  under  section  1  of  this  contract;  if 
it  remains  unfulfilled  at  the  end  of  a  year  from  the  time  notice 
was  served  upon  the  town,  then  upon  notice  served  on  the  town 
by  said  Directors,  the  contract  between  the  said  parties  shall  be 
declared  terminated,  and  the  said  town  may  remove  all  property 
embraced  in  section  4  of  this  contract. 
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To  THE  SELECTMEN  :     In  necorilance  Willi  an  act  of  the  Legislature,  passed  June  session,  18B7,  requiring  cleiks  nl  towns  and  cities  lo
